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ABOUT FROST FENCES 


A recent number of the "The Toronto 


Globe" contains the following: 
"There 


most be in Toronto 100 miles of streets 
lined OB each aide with costly and hide- 
ous fences that an innocent of all utili- 
ty, except that they exercise some slight 
restraining influence upon the hordes of 
young barbarians who prowl about seek- 
ing for mischief to commit. Probably 
few people have any idea of the amount 
of money which is wasted in these fenc- 
es. 
Assuming that we have 100 miles 


of streets so adorned, this makes 1,056,- 
000 feet of front fence, and taking the 
lots to be of an average width ot 30 feet, 
and the bouses as standing back at an 
average distance of 10 teet from the 
street line, we have another 286,000 feet 
of worse than useless division fences in 
front of houses, making in all 1,342,000 
feet of front fences. There is more of 
this fencing that cost a greater sum lhan 
50 cents a loot than leas 
Taking the 


low sum of 50 cents a foot as its first coat 
our front fence* stand us in the sum of 
*G71,000. The painting of the fences wheat. 
conts 20 cents a squate yard of their sur- 
face, representing another investment of 
at least $270,000. The extreme average 
life of tbe fencing is fifteen years, and 
during that time the painting must be 
renewed at least twice, or if the owner 
nave any pretension to tidiness four 
times 
Theae figures, which are by no 


means overstated, will give some idea of 
tbe amount of money that is thrown 
away in fences. When it is considered 
that 999 of the gates belonging to these 
fences are woful failures against the CHS- 
ual dog, that they either will not abut or 
else will not stay chut, tha>, if they do 
shut, they shut with such a bang that 
paterfamilias is always on thorns tor fear 
bis children's fingers or Ins dog's tail 
should be sacnhted; and that, evm an

For the same article that is marked to >-ost Linn & Scruggs $2.00, is 
marked by F. L. Hays & Co. to cost $2.20, even though it were purchao- 
ed at the same price. If they ofter that article for less than $2/20, they 
say it is leas than oast. If at $2.20, they say it is just cost. If at $*2.65, 
they say we are only charging you 20 jvcr cent., when in fact they we 
charging you ?>'1\ per cent., and there is nothing iu it but deception to the 
purchaser; for whenever mention is made about the cost, it is under- 
stood by every one in their house that it has reference only to marks on 
the goods indicating what was paid for it. They seek to impress upon the 
public the fact that the per centuge marked ou their goods varies only 
from 5 to 25 per cent on Eastern cost. Now we happen to know that a 
hous'e in Dccatur retailed the llockford half hose at 20 cento a pair—not 
for a day or a \\eek, hut for monflin—afler they wore informed that we 
were retailing the same article at 1. 
r> cents a pair; but in order to avoid 


personalities, we refrain from giving names.

Tins Lji' w is IHJT cunt Btrnnror than 


Gariteld Anecdote not Found in 


Democratic Journals. 


Cincinnati Cajctlf. 


Years ago, when it was necessary to 


raise money to pay the interest on the 
war debt incurred by the democratic 
rebellion, coal oil waa tared for reve- 
nue. 
It was a very high tax. Coal 


oil, unlike whisky and tobacco, was an 
indispensable article, and the tax was a 
burden to the poor and people of mod- 
erate means. General Garfield intro- 
duced into Congress, and had passed, a 
bill reducing this tax to a nominal sum. 
This, as General Garfield expected and 
intended, was a great relief to the mass 
of our population. It happened also to 
operate in favor of the princely 
mer- 


chants and speculators in oil of Penn- 
sylvania and New York, who had liter- 
ally their "millions in it," by lessening 
the amount of otpital required to han- 
dle the oil, and allowing a better per 
cent of profit. 
It was a very small 


matter for these dealers to make np a 
purse of $10,000 as a present to Gen. 
Garfield, which they did, and asked him 
to accept it. 
The General replied that 


he could not accept the gift; he had 
done simply what he thought was his 
duty to consumers, with no thought or 
reference to them or their interests. 
(C, incidentally, the act was a benefit to 
them ht) was gratified, but he had no 
claim on them. 
Permission was then 


asked to present the purse to Mrs. Gar- 
field, and this was declined.
